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The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  Unit  of 
a  nation-vdde  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of 
opera.tin^  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.     The  year  1939  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  colleci^ion  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States, 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  puhlic  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,  there  has  "been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultur- 
al organizations,  commercial  interests,   teachers,  legislators,  and  coiinty, 
state  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties ^     Little  has  "been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  co'onty  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued^ 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  renorts,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  V«  Strand, 
State-wide  Work  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics 
and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on  Official 
Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  '7ork  Projects  Administration.     Official  Project 
665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  21  and  23. 

Tlie  loT/a  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa.  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  series,.     Special  credit  is  ,^iven  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials 
who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws. 
Without  these  data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete.

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IOWA  AGIIICIILTUIIA.L  STATISTICS  -  lORTH  COUITTY 


Yi^orth  County  was  established  on  January  15,   1851,  and  named  for  G«nera,l 
William  J.  Yforth,  a  prominent  officer  in  the  Mexican  War. 

The  first  settlements  were  made  by  Gulbrand  Olsen  and  some  Norwegian  com- 
panions in  June,  1853.     They  made  claims  on  the  Shellrock  River  near  the  pres- 
ent site  of  Korthwood,     In  the  spring  of  1854,   Simon  Eustad,   Chris  Amandsen, 
Ole  Lee  and  three  Hart  brothers  settled  in  a  grove  on  the  Shellrock  River  near 
the  State  line.     In  1855,  Phelps  and  others  made  claims  in  the  same 

vicinity  and  Charles  Johnson  took  a  claim  at  Rice  Lake.     During  the  same  sea- 
son GObtlements  were  m.ade  at  Silver  Lake,  Elk  Creek,  Wright's  Grove  and  Glen 
Mary, 

The  town  of  Korthwood  was  laid  out  in  November,  1857,  by  Charles  Wardell. 
Bristol  was  platted  in  the  same  year. 

The  county  was  formally  organized  in  October,  1857,  and  the  coun.ty-seat 
was  loca.ted  at  Bristolo    However ,.  Bristol  was  not  centrally  located  and  in 
1863,  Northwood  was  successful  in  obtaining  the  county-seat.  l/ 

The  Central  Railway  Co.  of  Iowa,  now  the  Minneapolis  and  St.  Louis  Rail- 
way Co.,  built  the  first  railroad  in  the  county.     The  first  train  entered 
Northwood  in  October,  1871,  2/ 

Area 

Worth  County  is  17  by  24  miles  in  extent,  and  embraces  399  square  miles 
3/,  or  255,360  acres.     Of  this  number,  248,425  acres  are  farm  land.     4/  There 
are  12  townships  in  the  county  and  it  ranks  sixty-seventh  in  point  of  size  in 
the  State,  sharing  this  place  with  Winnebago  County, 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Worth  County  are  grouped  into  4  classes  according  to  their 
origin  and  l:^cation;  namely,  drift,  terrace,   swamp  and  bottom-land,  aJid  res~ 
idualo        The  drift  soils  cover  78^,3  percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided 
into  Carrington  loams — 44^6  percent,   Clarion  loams — •14,0  percent,   Clyde  silt 
loam — 7e6  percent,  Webster  loams — 4,6  percent,  Lindley  loam — 3,3  percent, 
Floyd  silt  loam— 1,9  percent,  Dickinson  loams — 1.6  percent,  Pierce  sandy  loam 
— 0,4  percent,  and  Dodgeville  silt  loam — 0.3  percent.     Terrace  soils  cover 
11,9  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  0"'ITeill  loams — 7.9  percent, 
Benoit  silt  loam

Topography 

The  topography  of  'fJorth  County  may  be  divided  into  two  parts.  The 
eastern  portion  ranges  from  flat  to  gently  undulating  and  the  western  part 
varies,  from  flat  or  gently  undulating  to  a  strongly  rolling  or  sloping  sur- 
face,    'There  are  broad  second  bottoms  or  terraces  on  both  sides  of  the  Shell- 
rock  Eiver  from  just  north  of  Northwood  to  below  the  entrnnce  of  Elk  Creek 
into  the  Shellrock  River,     Another  extensive  terrace  area  is  found  in  the 
vicinity  of  fertile  and  Kanlontovm, 


Deer  Creek,  Shellrock  F.iver,  Lime  Creek,  and  their  tributaries  drain  the 
county.     Deer  Creek  drains  the  northeastern  part,  Shellrock  Eiver  drains  the 
centi-al  portion,  and  Lime  Creek  drains  the  extreme  southwestern  part,  6/ 


Climate 


The  average  temperature  for  10  years  (1930-1939)  was  44,0  degrees,  7/ 
The  average  precipitation  for  34  years  (1896-1930)  was  33.46  inches,  and  the 
grov/ing  season  averaged  151  days  between  the  killing  frost  dates  of  May  5 
and  October  3  recorded  from  1896  to  1930.  8/ 


Popxilation 

The  population  growth  has  not  been  rapid  in  Worth  County.     In  1930  it  had 
a  density  of  28  persons  per  square  mile,  as  compared  with  the  State  density 
of  44,     The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  inhabitants  recorded  at  ten 
year  intervals;

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In  1930  the  foreign  born  and  native  white  inhabitants  of  foreign  horn 
or  mixed  parentage  totaled  5,295,  or  47.4  percent  of  the  total  population  of 
the  county.    Of  this  number,   those  of  Norwegian  descent  led  with  3,182, 
There  were  999  persons  of  German  descent,  but  other  nationalities  had  very 
small  representations-.  13/ 

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  18  cooperative  institutions' in  operation  in  this 
county— 4  elevators,  9  creameries,  2  livestock  enterprises,  1  petroleum 
plant,  and  2  l-umber  yards. 

As  a  whole,  they  had  2,843  members  of  which  1,954  were  active,  and  4,423 
persons  did  business  with  the  18  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a 
business  volume  of  $1,372,815  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted 
$407,910  worth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function' exclusively.     Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  comm.oditi^es  for 
distrioution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  market 
farm  comiTiodities  for  their  members  and  patrons,  14/ 

Fruit 

The  record  year  for  apples  was  1909,  when  21,472  trees  and  18,156  bush- 
els were  recorded.     In  1934  there  were  only  11,690  trees  and  1,651  bushelso 
The  greatest  member  of  plum  trees,  2,814,  was  recorded  in  1909,  but  the 
greatest  crop,  824  bushels,  was  listed  in  1934.     There  were  1,713  grape  vines 
in  1894,  but  the  greatest  production,  1,871  pounds,  occurred  in  1934.  ^5/

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Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

Tlie  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(1)   all  com,   (.3)   corn  husked  for  grain,   (3)   corn  cut  for  silage,   (4)   corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)   corn  hogged  off.     A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  includes  onlx  that  actually  husked.     In  getting  county  totals  of  pro- 
duction, the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield  (der- 
ived "by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  Dy  total  acres  husked)  and  added 
to  summations  of  individual  farm  productions  shown  as  husked.     This  assumes 
that  acreage  not  hushed  would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actually 
husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,   separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because 
it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for 
husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lovrer 
yield*     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not 
husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.     The  township  yields 
for  these  two  years,   then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acre- 
age husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  a.creage  is  shovm  by 
township  with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shown 
to  get  tot-^l  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  suiimary 
table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multi- 
plied by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the 
countyB 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  ^nd  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assum- 
ed to  be  equal  in  all  utili  zat^ions.     The  county  yield  and  tomship  yields  are, 
therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936.
